GEN. CLARK'S LETTER 


Mark Clark 
in World 


Daily Upland 


The kind of Americanism which General 
displayed as an outstanding U.S. field commander 
War Il, has been demonstrated once more. 

Recently, the remains of Sgt. Kazuo Masuda, an Amer- 
ican of Japanese ancestry, was being returned to this country 
for burial. Sgt. Masuda had been posthumously awarded 
the Distinguished Service cross for bravery in action. Action 
that cost him his life. 

But in Midway City, Calif—his home town—there was 
no burial place for Sgt. Masuda. At least, that’s what his 
family was told. 

Gen. Clark's letter to cemetery officials 
however. Here is what he told them: 

“America’s war dead are being returned from overseas 
for final interment in their native land. Among them are 
Americans of Japanese ancestry whom I was privileged to 
command in Africa and in Italy. 

“Destined for the last rites in his own home town, the 
remains of Sergeant Kazuo Masuda arrived from lialy. My 
concern was aroused by reports that the family was having 
difficulty in securing a desirable burial plot. 

“Sergeant Masuda was a member of the 442d regimental 
combat team, composed of Americans of Japanese ancestry. 
His unit was in my command. For its battle accomplish- 
ments, seven distinguished Presidential unit citations have 
been conferred upon it. 

“In awarding them the first distinguished unit citation, 
we declared: 

“You are always thinking of your country before 
yourselves. You have never complained through your 
long period in the line. You have written a brilliant 
chapter in the history of the fighting men of America. 
You are always ready to close with the enemy, and you 
have always defeated him. The Thirty-sixth Division is 
proud of you; and the whole United States is proud of 
you.’ 

“Whai Sergeant Masuda died tor, as did so many other 
Japanese Americans, deserves respect and dignity for them- 
selves and their families. 

“Former comrades-in-arms of Nisei, joined by conscien- 
tious citizens everywhere, are pleased to know that the Ma- 
suda family will secure a resting place in your cemetery for 
their loved one. such as befits an honored and respected 
American, who gave his life in combat so our country 
could survive.”

Building Permit 
Fees Increase 


New building in the City of On- 
tario showed a decrease in 1948 
as compared with the year prev- 
ious, according to a report issued 
by the building department to the 
city council Monday. 


M. G. Riddle, building inspector, 
agreed that the amount of per- 
mits issued and the valuation plac- 
ed on new building as represented 
by permits issued, showed this 
decline. The report showed that 
in 1948 building permits fees were 
in the amount of $445, while in 
1947 permits issued were in the 
amount of $710.50 for the month 


| of December. 


The fee schedule kas not chang- 
ed during the past year, Riddle 
said. 

For the entire year, building 
permits fees totalled $15,401 in 
1948. In 1947, fees totalled $18,- 
025.10, a drop of $2,624.10 for the 


| year. 


However, during two months in 
the past year, building showed 
an increase over the previous year. 
In the month of April, 1948, fees 
collected amounted to $1531.20,
